AMERICAN  FIELD  SERVICE

The  French  exchange  stu- 
dents have  left  for  home. 
They  have  been  gone  for  a 
week  now.  yet  perhaps  you 
are  now  wondering  what  im- 
pressed them  the  most  about 
Beverly. 

Before  the  students  and 
teachers  left,  we  tried  to  get 
a  sampling  of  their  views  of 
Beverly  and  the  American 
way  of  life. 

When  asked  what  im- 
pressed them  the  most  about 
America,  Eric  Aubry.  a  sen- 
ior at  Lycee  Pablo  Picasso 
stated,  "I  like  the  friendship 
among  the  young  people." 

Mme.  Francoise  Terrier, 
the  English  teacher  in 
charge  of  the  French  end  of 
the  exchange,  described  the 
American  people  as  "warm 
and  friendlv."  She  feels  the 

Franco-American  Partner- 
ship Program  is  a  good  op- 
portunity to  "see  the  Ameri- 
can way  of  life  from  the  in- 
side." 

Many  of  the  students  inter- 
viewed noticed  a  great  dif- 
ference between  the  social 
life  in  America  and  in 
France.  Olivier  Baglin  de- 
scribed the  social  life  here 
as  "more  developed"  than  in 
France.  Others  echoed  the 
same  observation,  but  some 
noticed  that  Americans  were 
"less  open  among  one  an- 
other." 

Every  one  of  the  French 
students  was  amazed  at  the 
low  price  of  many  retail 
goods  here,  as  compared  to 
France.  A  pair  of  pants  that 
may  cost  $15  here  in  Amer- 
ica may  sell  for  as  much  as 
$40  in  France,  relates  Jean- 
Pierre  Robin. 

Eric  Aubry  also  thinks 
that  the  cars  here  are  "too 
big  and  wasteful"  of  gaso- 
line. Many  other  students 
were  amazed  at  how  many 
Beverlyites  relied  on  the  au- 
tomobile, as  compared  to 
Fonteney-sous-bois.  where  a 
clean  and  efficient  subway 
system,  "the  metro."  makes 
auto  travel  less  necessary. 

Several  students  also  re- 
marked about  the  size  of. 
and  distance  between 
nouses,  and  the  fact  that 
most  of  the  houses  that  they 
itayed  in  were  one-family 
jwellings.  In  the  suburb  of 
Paris  from  whence  they 
:ome.  most  people  live  in 
lats  -  small  apartment 
buildings.

This  year  Beverly  High 
School  has  enrolled  a  ntv, 
student  under  the  Alt  House 
roof,  which,  of  course,  is  not 
so  unusual.  Or  is  it? 

The  new  student  is  Sergio 
Garcia,  an  exchange  student 
from  Colombia,  studying 
here  through  the  Youth  for 
Understanding  program. 
Sergio  will  be  spending  a  full 
six  months  here,  with  his 
foster  parent.  Ms.  Sally  Chi- 
sholm  of  22  Lake  Shore  Ave. 

Sergio  is  currently  en- 
rolled as  a  senior  in  homer- 
oom A-212  and  has  taken  up 
courses  in  Calculus,  Ameri- 
can History,  British  Heri- 
tage, and  Advanced  Biology. 
Also,  he  was  required  to 
take  physical  education, 
which  he  finds  to  be  quite 
different  from  gym  in  Co- 
lombia. 

Sergio  likes  the  new  field 
house  facilities  and  enjoys 
gym,  though  he  does  not  un- 
derstand all  of  the  games 
played  here.  In  Colombia, 
Physical  Education  is  only  a 
strict  exercise  program, 
without  the  many  sports  we 
include  in  our  program. 

Sergio's  life  at  home,  in 
the  city  of  Bucaramanga.  is 
also  very  different  from  the 
life  which  he  is  experiencing 
here  in  Beverly. 

The  first  change  Sergio 
had  to  face  was  the  weather, 
and  because  of  the  extreme 
differrences  in  climate.  Ser- 
gio had  been  home  sick  from 
school  for  a  number  of  days. 

He  also  explained  that  life 
is  much  busier  here  than  in 
his  city,  as  he  is  faced  with 
the  challenge  of  keeping  up 
with  our  fast  moving  life 
style.  It  appears  quite 
strange  to  him  to  see  so 
many  Beverly  High  School 
students  rushing  through  the 
halls  as  they  hurry  to  their 
respective  classes. 

Sergio  cannot  drive  here 
in  the  U.S.,  since  the  law  will 
not  allow  a  non-citizen  to  ob- 
tain a  license,  he  also  ex- 
plains that  the  age  limit  for 
obtaining  a  license  in  Colom- 
bia is  18. 

There  is  no  drinking  age  in 
Colombia,  and  Sergio 
claimed  that  it  causes  no

problems,  stating  that.  "If 
you  drink,  it  is  a  problem  for 
you,  not  for  the  state." 

Sergio  enjoyed  seeing  the 
ocean,  since  his  city.  Bucar- 
amanga, is  not  on  the  coast. 
However,  he  claims  that  the 
shorelines  of  Colombia  are 
much  cleaner  than  those  of 
Beverly  and  its  surrounding 
ports. 


Sergio  would  like  to  study 
Industrial  Engineering  at 
one  of  Colombia's  industrial 
universities.  He  pointed  out 
that  Colombia  has  verv  few 
colleges  and  universities, 
thus  one  must  pass  an  exa- 
mination in  order  to  gain  ad- 
mission. Sergio  has  taken 
the  exam  twice,  passing  the 
second  time,  admitting  him 


He  also  enjoys  American 
television  -  one  of  his  favor- 
ite programs  being  "Bar- 
naby  Jones."  He  has 
watchsd  many  televised 
sports  games,  saying  that  he 
cannot  understand  football, 
and  has  never  seen  or  heard 
of  hockey. 

Sergio  has  tried  ice  skat- 
ing, and  though  it  is  difficult 
for  him,  he  does  enjoy  it.  He 
has  not  done  any  swimming 
here,  although  he  did  find  a 
visit  to  the  Beverly 
Y.M.C.A.  very  interesting. 

In  Bucaramanga,  Sergio 
attended  San  Pedro  Claver. 
(San  Pedro  High  School) 
where  he  had  taken  five 
years  of  English.  The  school 
system  there  is  quite  differ- 
ent from  our  own.  in  that  a 
student's  courses  are  stan- 
dard for  everyone,  and  they 
do  not  elect  the  courses  they 
wish  to  take.  But  perhaps 
even  stranger  to  us  is  that 
the  school  day  begins  at  se- 
ven, stops  for  a  break  at 
11:45,  when  the  students 
may  go  home  for  lunch,  re- 
suming at  3:00,  and  closing 
finally  at  4:00. 


to  the  university  without  tui- 
tion, since  his  father  is  a 
retired  chemistry  professor 
from  that  same  school. 

Sergio  has  two  sisters,  and 
a  brother,  Jaime  Hernando, 
who  had  been  an  exchange 
student  in  California  in  1978. 
and  had  been  with  Sergio  in 
Florida  in  1976  for  .Ameri- 
ca's bicentennial  celebra- 
tion. 

Sergio  feels  that  his  jour- 
ney to  this  country  has  been, 
and  will  remain,  a  very  im- 
portant experience  in  his 
life,  as  he  tells  us  that  his 
stay  here  has  taught  him  a 
great  deal,  and  perhaps  we 
too.  have  learned  a  great 
deal  from  him.
